The Cabinet is to meet in Tel Aviv 
today for its now-regular Friday 
session — but the Report will not be 
discussed, since ministers will not 
have yet been able to absorb its con- 
tents, The Committee submitted the 
Report on Wednesday. 

All of it save for a five-page 
preamble is to be kept classified, since, 
as the Committee stresses in a 
published preamble, it contains ‘the 
most secret material.” 

The Report provides the detailed 
reasoning which led the Committee 
to its findings and recommendations 
published in April.

Sadat's drastic switch in his Amer- 
ican policy in the aftermath of the 
Octoher war. 

Soviet dissatisfaction with Sadat's 
friendly gestures towards the U.S. 
were said to have been aggravated 
recently in view of Egypt's report- 
ed intentions to extend certain naval 
privileges for the American Sixth 
fleet, similar to those provided for 
Russian warships at Egypt's Medi- 
terranean ports. The Soviets enjoy 
facilities at Egyptian harbours un- 
der a three-year pact which Sadat 
renewed for a second term early 
last year. But Sadat has threatened 
to rescind the accord if his relations 
with the Kremlin continue to de- 
teriorate. 

The Russians were further upset 
by a recent Egyptian attempt to 
obtain spare parts for their Soviet- 
made weapons from Hastern Eu- 
ropean countries. Unconfirmed re- 
ports said that such an attempt was 
made by President Sadat during his 
visit to Rumania and Bulgaria last 
month. These reports followed earli- 
er dispatches claiming that Sadat 
had sought similar military aid from 
Yugoslavia which supplied some 
Soviet-made tanks to Egypt at the 


height of the October war. 
Meanwhile, both Cairo and Mos- 
cow yesterday declined to discuss the 
latest development in their relations 
and its future repercussions. News 
reports from Cairo yesterday refiect- 
ed obvious disappointment in Egypt- 
ian quarters over the Soviet decision 
to shelve the talks with Fahmy. 
Ironically, the Soviet move co- 
incided with reports from Beirut 
that the Kremlin has invited Fatah 
chief Yasser Arafat for talks in 
Moscow in his capacity as chairman 
of the Palestine Liberation Organiz- 
ation. The reports said that Arafat 
was ed to go to Moscow 
“socn,;”’ though there had been no 
official confirmation from Moscow. 
Beirut's rere mewspaper 
yesterday said τ Brezhnev 
sent Arafat a letter re-emphasizing 
the Soviet Union’s “unlimited sup- 
port for the Palestinian people.”

13 years’ jail 
for bank robber 


TEL AVIV. — The District Court here 
banded down a 13-year prison sent- 
ence Wednesday on one of three 
suspects in a series of bank robberies. 
Another man was acquitted of the 
robbery charge and ‘convicted of 
illegal arms possession and unlicens- 
ed driving. The third suspect had 
turned State's witness, 

The three were accused of robbing 
the Benk Hapo’alim branch in Ramat 
Gan in March 1978; the Matzot Is- 
rael plant in Pardes Katz, in April 
1973; Bank Hapo’aiim in Nahlat 
Yitzhak, in December; and Bank Ha- 
po'alim in Hod im January, 
The robberies netted over IL300,000. 
They were also charged with plotting 
to rob a Ramat Gan pharmacist of a 
valuable diamond ring. 

Haim Zaku-o0, who admitted to tak- 
ing part in the robberies, turned 
State’s witness; but the judges felt 
much of his testimony was unsup- 
ported. As a result they convicted 
Asher Messer, 31, of Ramat Gan, on- 
ly of the Neblat Yitzhak robbery and 
of illegal arms possession, and sen- 
tenced him to 13 years in prison. 
Aharon Keren, 26, of Rishon Lezion, 
was acquitted of the robbery charges, 
but was sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment for illegal arms

Engineering,” which has attracted 
nine noted scientists from abroad

The prominent 73-year-old New 
York attorney has so far 
$1.25 million for the institute, whose 
establishment he proposed to the 


Technion in 1968. A trustee of New 4 


York University, he first proposed 
setting up such an institute there 
in 1965. But the idea — perhaps 
then too far ahead of its time — 
was not carried out. Even when 
the Technion accepted the idea in 
1968, the instimte was one of the 
first of its kind to be started in 
the world. 

“The comcept of cooperation be- 
tween the iffe and physica! sciences 
was not developed then, but it now 
has wide acceptance,” Mr. Silver 
said. Obviously proud of the suc-. 
cess of his idea, he noted that 
US. President Nixon and Soviet 
boss Brezhnev included a joint 
agreement on bio-medical engineer- 
ing at their recent summit cere- 


monjal. He is convinced that “the 
growth of this idea is very signifi 
cant for the future development of 
health care.” 

‘The son of an impoverished im- 
migrant, Julius Silver was slated 
for the rabbinate and started his 
studies at New York's Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary; as a ‘result he 
stil remembers quite a dit of Heb- 
rew (which he taught at one time 
to make a living). He soon decided,

Ailing Franco misses first 
Gov't meeting in 35 years 


MADRID (UPI). — The Spanish 
Cabinet yesterday held its first meet- 
ing in 35 years without Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco, who doctors re- 
port is recovering from a potentially 
dangerous circulatory ailment. 


° They did not expect it to produce 


any decisions related to the attack 
of phlebitis from which the $l-year- 
old Spanish Chief of State has been 
suffering for a week, 

The officials said there appeared 
to be no immediate need for the Ca- 
binet to make use of its right to 
name Prince Juan Carlos de Borbon, 
Franco's choice to ascend the 
the Spanish throne, to act as Chief 
of State during Franco's illness. 

A medical bulletin issued at mid- 
day said Franco yesterday left his 
bed for the first time and did some 
light exercise, following further im- 
provement in his condition. 


“The local symptoms (of phlebitis) 
have almost totally disappeared and 
his general condition is within normal 
limits,” the bulletin said, 

Franco has been suffering from 
phlebitis in his right leg since July 4 
and was hospitalized Tuesday. The 
ailment, an inflammation of the 
blood veins, is dangerous because 
blood clots may enter the heart or 
lungs and block an artery. 

Doctors have said they did not 
plan surgery as long as Franco res- 
ponds to treatment. No surgery has 
been performed on President Nixon, 
who has been suffering from the 
same illness, 


Doctors said Franco watched the 
“Cannon” series on TV Wednesday 
night, slept well and received a 
steady stream of visitors after break- 
fast. Prince Juan Carlos, who broke 
off a Mediterranean vacation, has 
been paying daily visits to Franco's 
bedside.

PARIS. — Gideon Hausner, Israeli 
Minister without Port{clio and form- 
er prosecutor at the trial of niass- 
luiler Adolf Elechmann, praised 
Nazi-hunter Beate Klarsfeld when 
they met at the Israeli Embassy 
here yesterday. 

Mr. Hausner described the trial 
of Mrs. Klarsfeld in West Germany 
for the attempted kidnapping of 
Paris’ wartime Gestapo chief Kurt 
Lischka as “a travesty of justice.” 

German-born Mrs. Klarsfeld has 
been sentenced to two months in 
jail but has been freed pending ap- 
peal. She is due to arrive in Israel 
on Monday on holiday with her 
lawyer husband, Serge. and their 
two children. 

Mr. Haumer said he would ask 
West German President Walter 
Scheel to give Mrs. Klarsfeld a 
full pardon. He added: “When you 
were in the dock, you were not 
alone. With you were ail Jews and 
every decent human being." 

The Israell Minister said he was 
passing Paris on his way 
back to Israel from a foreign tour 
and decided he must thank Mrs.

WASHINGTON. — Just as cease- 
fire agreements and troop separ- 
ation accords are not the same a5 
peace, a romise on the Ὁ.5.- 
Goviet trade bili will not totally 
resolve ἐπ issue of Soviet Jewry. 

It will be a fragile truce between 
two parties highly suspicious of 
each other and will probably in- 
volve a Soviet guarantee in writing 
to permit a steady number of Jews 
to emigrate. 

Secretary of State Henry Kissin- 
ger will attempt to find a compro- 
mise between the positions of the 
Soviet Union and Senator Henry 
Jackson whose “freedom of emigra- 
tion” amendment to the trade bill 
has stalled Soviet hopes of re- 
ceiving from the U.S. Most-Fa- 
voured-Nation trade status which 
President Nixon promised in 1972. 

Jackson will demand that the So- 

viets offer a better geographic dis- 
tribution of the emigrants, granting 
exit visas to educated Jews from 
Moscow, and Kiev in ad- 
dition to less-educated Jews from 
the rural . He will further 
insist on a halt to harassment of 
eniieration applicants ‘by the Soviet 
Police,
